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Our Platiorm for the Campaign,
Tug resolutions adopted yesterday by the
Republican Convention furnish a declaration
of the principles of the party which will meet
the most hearty approval of all its members.
They are oarefally worded, and prepared with
that oonsistent davotion to pringiple whioh
has always marked the polioy of the Repub-
lican party. When contrasted with the senti-
ments declared by our opponents, no one can
fail to see the difference between the shifting,
time-serving tone of the one ahd the high,
manly opinions of the other. So far as we
are conoerned, there is no shifting of the re-
sponsibility, no craven sacrifice of right to
policy. The issues are clearly defined; there
oan be mno error in the reading of them, and
no ona can be deceived into supporting onr
candidate by the plea of ambiguity of lan-
guage. Let us look at them in detail.

“First. That in the name of the nation, savel
from Lreason, we demund ssenrity nualnst s
repelition by v:ucllnr from the vanguished
such gunaraniees ng wWill make treason o odions
as Lo forever impossible.”

Here, in & few words, is contained the whole
¢anse why the Repnblioan party i3 deter-
wined not to readmit the South to power
without guarantees. It is not that we desire
personal position; it is not that we wish that
the political machinery of the country should
continue to be worked by our friends; but it
is in order that ‘‘treason may be made so
odious as to render it forever impossible,”
It is for prevention, not punishment, that we
are determined to adhere to our conditivns
submitted, if the next century opens bafors
they are acoepted.

“Seoond, That, as In the past we ocovdially
justifled the adminlstration of Abrabham Lin-
¢oln In all necossury nots for the suppressiog
of rebelllon, we record It as our Juldgmeat Lhind
the adminisiration of Andrew Jounson hps
beéen ohieﬂy faltuless ovecmuse iU has falled
to try 0 gather up and fix In the organde
and statute law the grent prineiples wilen the
war has settled, and withont wnose adaption
a4 the rule of wetlon pesce Is but a delusion
and a snare.”

We find no bitter invective, no vulgar
tirade against the President, but a calm reason
why we deem that the Administration of
Mr, Johnson ‘‘has been chieily faithless.” We
are heartily glad that the Convention did
not proceed to mention details. The instances
are well known. It is needlul that a judg-
ment be given from the aggregate of the
decisions of the Administration; and that judg-
ment is adverse because, throngh shortsighted-
ness and tredchery, it has failed to embody in
law what has been settled by facts—io make
a statute out of the issue decided at Gettys-
burg, Petersburg, and Antietan,

The third resolation reads:—

While the fourth expresses the opinion

“That this Convention, 3{ mking for wne Re
publioaus of l’n:ulmylmn b unrerﬂ,rvu\uy 'S

durse the réconstroction measnres of the Tnlrry-
ninth and Fortleth Congresses as based upon
sound prinelples, esuumuul‘ Just and wise, und
promising an early, loyal, and permanent
resioration of the Rebel States to tholr snave 1o
the government of the Unlon; that we de-
nounce and condemn Lhe efforts of President
Johunson, through his plisnt Atlorney-General
and a majority of his Uablaet, W evade thase
Inws by Interfering to obstruct and prevent Lheir
enloreement In the spirit o winloh they ware
enacted, and that we call upon Congress, soon
0 meet, promptly and decisively to dispose of
his new nullification,"

In this fourth regolution is found the gist of
the principles of the party. Congress is
endorsed, and all who seek to evade it by
legal quibbles and technioalities are dereliot in
their duty as public officers, and deserve the
condemnation of all right-thinking citizens.
If the present agitation throughout the
country can be stopped, it should be dons 8o by
the assent of the whole country to the provi-
sions of the Military Reconstruction bill. That
law is backed by the great masses of the
North; and it cannot be nullified. It therefore
behooves all true men who desire tranquillity
for themselves, henceforth to support that
party which labors for the most speedy settle-
ament of the question, by explicitly declaring
that a8 soon as the law is carried into effect,
wad not till then, the “restoration of the Robe!
States” will be secured.

The ffth resolution expresses that heartfelt
endorgement of Generals Bickles and Sheridan
which is entertained by ull the loyal masses,
4nd entertains the hope that General Grant
il justify his past record by giving his asaent

¢ actions of his subordinates. The sixth
amna the release of Jefferson Davis, and
+he Wholesale pardonivg system of the Ad.
ministration. The seventh impresses on thi
pegpl® the necessity of having a majority of
ﬂﬂupwmu Court of the State with politi-
“cal opinions adverse to those of the States
Rights Democracy and the sémi-Sonthern ten-
dencies of the Demooratio candidate, The
ninth favors & free Railroad law. The tenth
endorses Governor Geary. The eloventh at-
tacks Secretary McCulloch for mot promptly
paying the bounties as provided for by Con-
gress; and the twelfth en dorses Judge H. W.
Williams as a suitable candidste for the high
post for which ke has been nominated. The

The Rival

Nominations for
Judge.

It wonld be fmuch better if the oholes of fudi-
clal officers could be kept out of polities, Had
Judge Sharswood been neminated on his own
personnl character and gunalifications for the
offics, aside from any politioal considerations,
we should have felt like advising the Repub-
licans to make no nomination, but to allow
him to receive a practically unaunimous sup-
port. Dut the managers of the Demoocratio
party saw fit to couple his nomination with
the enunciation of a platform which, in many
respects, is totally repugnant to our ideas of
right and justice, and which seems to have
been made purposely offensive to liberal-
minded men of all parties. As the represen-
tative of this platform, as the standard-bearer
of these principles, Judge Sharswood makes
the race. Of course, under these ciroum-
stances, no consistent Republican can vote for
him, To doso would be to give public in-
dorsement to principles which are dangerous
to the republic and an opprobrivm to justics,

But one conrse was left open to the Republi-
cang, and that was to make a party nomina-
tion, They have done so, and in the nomina-
tion of Judge Williams have placed before the
people a cundidate who, while possessing in
an eminent degree the qualifications for an
exalted juridical position, is also the reprosen-
tative of liberal and progrossive principles, In
voting for Judge Williams no man will be
obliged to give a ssemivg endorsement to a
platiorm at war with the first and plainest
pringiples of justice.

And, considered specially with reference to
& seat on the Supreme Bench, Judge Williams
has some superior gualifioations. He is in
the prime of-life, and in the full and vigorons
possession of all his powers. He has had
sufficient experience to be familiar with the
duties of the bench, and yet has not heen a
Judge 50 long as to fall inte a perfunctory
routine of official action.

Judge Sharswood, on the other hand, it
seems to us, is liable to the very objections
80 ably set forth in Chief Justice Wood-
ward's letter of declination, published some
time since. Those objections commended
themselves to the judgment of all thinking
men. And if, on aceount of them, Justice
Woodward felt that Le would not be a
suitable candidate, much less suitable must
Judge Sharswood be. The term of office is
a long one, and the man who enters upon
it at an already advanced age must, in the
course of nature, drop off before his term
expires, or become, by reason of years and
infirmities, practically unfitied for the proper
performance of his fmportant and ardoous
duties. We need a man in the very prime
of life, who can endure severe study and
labor, and who will bring to his duties the
full vigor of his powers. These are practi-
cal considerations which must commend
themselves to thoughtful men of all parties.
They carry all the more weight since they
have been so ably and authoritatively set
forth by the Chief Justice whose term of office
is about to expire.

Judge Sharswood's only hope of election lies
in gecuring, on personal grounds, quite a large
number of Republican votes. His party is in
a minority of several thousand in the State.
Under these circumstances, it was a very un-
gracious policy to pmt him upon a platform
which is an insult to every true Republican,
and which forced a partisan contest upon the
people. We can only ascribe it to the bitter
and implacable spirit of the managers of the
party, who seem determined to make it carry
the odivm of as much political falsehood and
folly s they can conveniently cram into its
platforms. Whatever the motive, it has
pretty effectually destroyed Judge Sharswood’s
chances of an election, He is more likely, on
that platform, to lose the votes of many

liberal-minded men of his own party, than he
is to attract support from the Republicans.

Supreme

Political Movements and their Causes,
Porimioat movements are not produced with-
out ocause., There is & motive behind the
doings of prominent meén. They act with
reference to certain ends. . We may, thereflors,
be sure that when President Johunson deter-

possible use to her,
